Such are the idle rumours of the day, and it 
| must be confessed that it would prove a glori- 
ous triumph to democracy. 

If it was true, whieh it is not, we should hear 
the amthoxity of Great Britain cited by our demo- 


} tions, an authority, which, in ajl other cases, they 
affect to despise. 

Before we proceed to examine the authority 
or evidence of this false, idle, electioncering 
tale, we would ask the democratic champions 
two questions, 

Ast. If this news should prove true, whether 
it would not afford unequivocal proofs, of what 
they have always denied, that the British Cabinet 
is just and: honorable, that it is disposed to. pre- 
servea good understanding with this country, 
even at the expense of the reputation and char- 
acter of its Minister ? 

No change has taken place in'the British min- 
istry as to principles since Jackson’s appoint- 
ment; and yet, if this news is true, they are 
willing to sacrifice their ow servamt to preserve 
our friendship. 

Qdly. If the authority of the British Cabinet is 
so conclusive against the federalists, when they 
do not agree with them in their opinion of Mr. 
Jackson’s conduct, will the democrats give equal 
weight to the same opinion, to the authority and 
sentiments of the British Cabinet, if it should 
turn out to be onthe other side > 

If Great Britain shall approve Mr. Jackson’s 
conduct, and shall refuse to. appoint another 
Minister, will they take this as good evidence 
of the propriety of Mr. Jackson‘s behaviour ?

Secondly, Becatise, as Mr. Quincy, Mr. Gar- 
denier and others, had denied the existence 
any insult on the part of Mr. Jackson, it woul 
have been a glorious triumph to the president 
to put these apologists‘of Great Britain (as they 
insolertly called them) down: 

3dly. We find no man committed by these re- 
ports—One whispers that it is said to be written 
by Dr. Eustis—another by Mr: Cutts ;. but none 
of them dare to assert that government are in 
possession of any despatches to this effect. 

We find that all the ministerial papers 
im England hold an opposite and cohtradicvoby 
language ten daysafter the pretended letter of 
Mr. Pinckney. 

Sthly. We are informed that Mr. Jackson, af- 
- ter the arrival of the packet, said ‘to persons in 
New-York, that his conduct was approved in 
England, and we know that he has written to 
an officer of the British government in this town, 
that he was happy to find that his country ap- 
proved his conduct. 

6thly. We know that a deputation of mer 
chants waited on the ministry several days after 
this pretended communication of Lord Welles-

» ley, and were assured, that the government Aad 
not decided what would be the effect of the rup- 


ture with Mr. Jackson. It is not probable they 
would be more explicit to a Minister of. a. seni- 
hostile state, than to their own citizens, whose 
interests were at stake.

. whom it. was spread by the clerks and depen. 


dants of Mr. Smith, his brother, the Secretary, 
of State, to the humble retainers of administra- 
tion in Congress. 

Thus this mighty affair is fully and perfectly 
explained. We know, that the first impression 
at New-York as well as here, was that the Brit- 
ish people disapproved of Mr. Jackson’s conduct. 
Some ofticious friend thus assured Gen. Smith, 
and he assidiously spread the report. 

But the public may rely upon it, that had Mr. 
Pinckney received any such assurances he would 
have been eager to announce them ofiicially.

of our thoughts: and perhaps the mutumaicy © 
sufferings may produce contrition on bot swe 
and lead to a huppy resitlt. : ‘ai 
Tsay, sir, you aud 1 hive under a free pee 
ment: but it is nut my intention, here, te eee 
the subjectof that agency which citue 
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sok in securiag this boon: nor, going farther 
sack, stall I pursue the inquiry whether your fa- 
sher, oF mine, or both of them, exhausted their 
gubstance and constitations in the toils of the re- 
‘olution: nor, whether your father, or mine, or 
borh of them, did, inthe “days which tried 
men’s souls,” basely croneh to the British, take 
atections, and fly to Quaker-Hill, out of harm’s 

These are not the subjects on which I 
now dwell: Tam not a very zealous advo- 
cate for those opinions which entail either the 
honors or disgrace of fathers upon their chil- 
dren. Chad rather adopt the motto “ Stet suis 
gedibus.” 1 shall, therefore, at once recognize 

ur Excellency as the Chief Magistrate of this 

_at and powerful state: and you may rest as- 
sured, that you are thus addressed by a private 
citizen, Who neither laments the loss, nor hopes 
the enjoyment of an office from any party ; who 
writes neither from resentment of any particular 
injury, or hope of ag 4 particular reward; who 
has nothing to hope, but in the general prosperi- 
ty, nothing to dread but in the common calami- 
ty of his country. 

Having known your Excellency from a boy, 
and duly appreciating all the qualities you pos- 
sess; knowing, also, as I do, that the road to 

referment has been equally open to us both; 
and seeing you placed on the top round of pre- 
ferment, atan early age, curiosity and inelina- 
tion prompt me toa brief investigation of those 
causes which have governed your destinies, and 
thus accelerated your career. Bearing in mind 
tat the freedom of speech and of the press are 
our great boast, your Excellency will indulge 
yne in the practical use of them, lest such inval-. 
wable privileges should, by and by, be deemed 
obsolete. I bar any mmputations of envy : I feel 
none: and hefore heaven I declare, that no earth. 
ly consiceration could induce me to barter con- 
ditions with your Excellency. When I shall have 
declared, as I here do, that I neither love, hate, 
fear, dread, or greatly respect your Excellency ; 
possibly you may ask, why then give mysclf the 
trouble, or you the perplexity of this address? 
Tanswer, that love of country 1s paramount to all 
other considerations: that having a right to scru- 
tinize the conduct of rulers, I feel it to be my 
duty t@ exercise that right ; especially at a time 
when the ruinous system of measures pursued 
bas put at hazard every thing I hold dear. As 
the history of your ExceHency’s elevation is 
much blended with that of your errors, and as it 
might be a difficult task to sever the subject, ¥ 
shall comment promiscuously upon both, with- 
out adhering very nicely to order. 

From the day when your Excellency made 
your debut upon the stage of public life until the 
present,fhave kept my eye stedfastly fixed upon 
you. Curiosity, solicitude and wonder prompt- 
ed my vigilance. When, at the last election, 
you offered yourself as candidate for the chair of 
state,my surprise was only equalled by my regret. 
I then saw the vault opened; and felt a shock- 
ing presentiment, that your public character, and 
the honor of the state of New-York, would sick- 
en together; drag out a miserable three years 
existence ; expire simultaneously; be buried ax 
the same time: and that your personal friends 
would have but the wretched consolation of being 
chief mourners, and commingling wailings with 
the great body ofthe citizens. Your Excellency 
will spare me the epithet of false prophet or 
political fanatic : the day of the fulfilment of my 
prophecy is at hand: wait the result. I pretend 
not to be inspired: but I claim a share of that 
capacity, which can look a little way into the politi. 
ea! world, and discernthe operation of certain et- 
ficient causes which will produce their certain 
and corresponding effects. At your election I 
saw causes calculated to produce the ettects I 
deprecated: and every year, month, and day of 
your administration has strengthened my con- 
victions. As surely as the wheel of time shall 
complete your Excellency’s three years, so cer- 
tainly will the month of July impress the broad 
seal of verity on my prediction. 

Having thus, in the most explicit terme, ox 

ressed my firm belief of the time and manner 
of your Excellency’s political exit, Twill with 
grea (rankness, proceed to state the grounds of 
my belief: and in turn I should be quite gratifi- 
edto learn fr m your Excellency, (or if consid- 
eraiions of delicacy prevent, from any of your 
friends) on what basis you rest your best hopes 
that my prediction will prove false. _ 

Your Excellency will permit me, in the first 
place, to premise, that ina free government, 
like ours, the road to preferment is equally open 
to all. All power is vested in the people: and 
the people, it is said, will not continue, for any 
length of time, to think ov act wrong. From 
these premises, theretore, it would seem to fol- 
low, as a pretty correctly drawn inference, that 
the people, always, or generally, promote to the 
highest offices the most worthy citizens: and 

the clevation of your Excellency might serve as 
an example to iliustrate the rule. But, sir, per- 
mit me to ask, are there not particular occa- 
sions, peculiar ¢rises or conjanctures of affairs 
in popular governments, when the people will, 
fora little while, both think, and act wrong? 
When delusion reigns, and “ the people ima- 
gine a vain thing ?” This your Excellency must 
admit: and, unpleasant as the assertion may be, 
in accounting for your elevation to office I shall 
endeavour to show that the period of your Ex- 
cellency’s elevation, was one of those unfortu- 
hate crises when delusion reigned, when the 
people imagined a vain thing, and did do wrong. 
While attempting to support my proposition, 
which is to show that the people of the state of 
New-York were deluded, and did act wrong in 
elevating your Excellency to the chair of state, 
I am fully aware that I shall be necessarily 
drawn to discuss the very delicate topic of your 
Excellency’ s competency to fill that chair ; or im 
other words, yowr ability to discharge the du- 
ties of that office to which the people have ele- 
vated you. While treading this hallowed ground, 
I beg your Excellency to be assured, that truth 
shall be my sole guide: that I will not tramp 
your Excellency’s hall with dirty shoes; or as- 
Sail vour ears with impertinent rant: but I shall 
claim the right to seat myself with decency, and 
go through with my plain narration in the firm 
sober language becoming a freeman who is 
grieved at your follies, and injured by your ad- 
ministration. 

Ina free government the claims of men to 
public favour are generally founded on active, 
or passive grounds : that is, en doing or suffering 
those things in which the republic has a deep 
interest Sometimes we do, indeed, under a 
Strong conviction of a man’s great latent talents, 
elevate him to office, by way of experiment, 
Without any very full evidence of his patriotism. 
Such instances, however, are rare ; and always 
attended with more or less hazzard. But Iam 
Perfectly willing to allow your Excellency the 
full benefit of bringing yourself within the pale 
of this exception, upon the proof of the single 
fact required. 

1 will now proceed to exmine, very briefly, the 
frounds of your Excellency’s claim to public fa- 
vour. And as well for the sake of perspicuity,
